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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Seaton  Valley 

Urban  District  Council; 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  annual  report  on  the  public  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending-  31st  December,  1968, 

The  population  has  not  increased  sig^nificantly  during  the  year,  the  total 
(28,470)  being  only  60  more  than  in  the  previous  year..  The  birth  rate  of 
19.25  per  thousand  was  higher  than  last  year  (15.63)  as  well  as  being  higher 
than  the  general  rate  for  Northumberland  (14.2),  The  total  number  of  births 
was  527  although  only  25  of  these  were  domiciliary  births  within  the  district, 
502  births  were  registered  outside  the  area,  the  births  having  taken  place  in 
hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  The  proportion  of  births  taking  place  at  home  ' 
is  getting  less  year  by  year.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18,98  per 
thousand  live  births  shows  a  satisfactory  reduction  from  the  figure  of  22,52 
last  year,  and  is  now  about  the  same  as  the  national  rate.  The  death  rate  of 
13.8  per  thousand  was  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  remains  slightly  higher 
than  the  national  figure  of  11,9,  The  main  cause  of  death  was  again  cardio¬ 
vascular  disease  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  type  heart  disease  rose 
to  116  as  compared  with  only  85  in  the  previous  year.  Cancer  of  the  lung  was 
the  cause  of  death  in  19  males  but  only  1  female.  Bronchitis  caused  the 
death  of  22  males  but  only  5  females.  Both  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchitis 
are  associated  with  excessive  cigarette  smoking  and  the  smoking  habits  of 
the  sexes  may  be  the  explanation  for  the  preponderance  of  male  deaths  from 
these  illnesses.  Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  association 
with  childbirth  and  only  one  death  occurred  from  tuberculosis = 

Slum  clearance  continues  throughout  the  district,  and  in  addition  the 
Council  decided  to  go  ahead  with  a  modernisation  scheme  for  the  older  type 
of  Council  house.  They  propose  to  modernise  about  2,000  Council  houses 
within  the  next  two  years,  the  aim  being  to  bring  them  up  to  minimum  Parker 
Morris  standards  by  the  installation  of  central  heating,  additional  storage 
space,  provision  of  garages  etc.  Considerable  work  has  been  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  this  scheme  and  it  says  much  for  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Social  Services  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  that  the 
scheme  has  been  accepted  and  put  into  operation.  Special  houses  for 
handicapped  persons,  paraplegics  etc,,  have  been  built  in  various  parts  of 
the  district  and  are  now  occupied  by  handicapped  people  who  find  great 
benefit  from  the  special  adaptations  which  have  been  incorporated. 

Dairy  herd  infection  -  Milk  Supplies ; 

At  a  local  farm  selling  unpasteurised  milk  two  calves  died  towards 
the  end  of  August  and  subsequent  routine  examination  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Inspector  showed  them  to  be  infected  by  a  type  of  bacteria 
(salmonella  dublin)  which  can  cause  food  poisoning  in  humans,  I,  therefore, 
arranged  for  the  Jaulk  milk  from  the  farm  to  be  bacteriologically  tested. 

The  results  showed  that  the  milk  was  infected  by  the  same  bacteria.  As  a 
result  I  had  a  discussion  with  the  farmer  who  immediately  agreed  from  that 
date  to  send  all  his  milk  for  pasteurisation,  A  conference  was  then  arranged 
at  the  farm  attended  by  myself,  the  farmer  together  with  his  veterinary 
surgeon,  the  veterinary  officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  Newcastle,  and  the  district  Public  Health  Inspector.  This  was  to 
determine  the  best  practical  method  of  eradicating  the  infection.  It  was 
decided  to  take  faecal  swabs  for  bacteriological  tests  from  each  member  of 
the  herd  of  over  one  hundred  cows.  It  was  also  decided  that  all  cows  giving 
positive  results  would  be  isolated  and  the  herd  would  be  given  ant i-biotics . 

In  September  bacteriological  tests  on  every  cow  revealed  three  positives^. 

83  milk  samples  were  also  taken  and  these  all  proved  negative.  In  October 
a  repeat  of  these  teats  showed  two  positives.  In  November  all  the  tests 
were  found  to  be  negative.  They  were,  therefore,  repeated  three  times  (a 
total  of  321  swabs)  all  of  which  were  negative.  This  indicated  that  the 
treatment  had  been  successful  but  further  milk  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  when  these  were  repeatedly  proved  negative
